4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it should avoid phrases 
which can be implied, such as "according to the present invention". Correction is 
required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
8035552 (cited by Applicant) in view of Holifield (6,207,050). 

JP 8035552 shows a power roller which has an oil feed passage (42) which 
feeds oil to bearings (33, 29, 25), the power roller is sandwiched between two toroidal 
surfaces (4a, 8a); these two toroidal disks are independently rotatable and the angle of 
the power roller effects a ratio change of the transmission. 

JP 8035552 does not show a filter or a magnet in the lubricant flow path. 
Holifield shows a lubrication system where it is disclosed that it is old and well known to 
use a filter (12) and a magnet (20) to clean oil of non-magnetic particulates (filter) and 
ferrous particles. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate an oil filter design of Holifield into the infinitely 
variable transmission of JP 8035552 since the use of oil filters with magnets is a well 
known practice as taught by Holifield.
